The prin- 
cipal difference, between the design of the 
new one* and the old is that they all show 
ww green back as the United States 
notes, whilo formerly those certificates were 
made as unlike the greenbacks as possible, 
showing on the reverse side in large brown 
letters thn word "silver." 

The bock of the new certificate ts Covered 
entirely with scroll work, not having the 
vacant i>,c ,i in which formerly the peculiar 
texture of the paper was shown. This was 
done because a new kind of paper has been 
adopted which shows, instead of irregular 
mixtures of blue and red silk thread, but 
blue thread running parallel with the length 
of the bill. The 1 10 certificate has a very 
ftanjy engrafttd lOrenatt of the late Thomas 
A. Hendricks. The 1 1 certificate is n domed 
by an engraving of Martha Washington, 
being the first time in the history, of the 
.•ountry when the picture of a lady has been 
used for such a purpose.
